I WELLS’ FRIENDS BUSY, TOO 





Former Mayor Urged for Secre- 
tary of Treasury in Active 
Campaign. 

The effort of former Gov. Joseph W. 
Folk’s friends to bring about his ap- 
pointment as Attorney-General in 
Woodrow Wilson's Cabinet has almost 
reached the proportions of a campaign. 
Letters to the President-elect, urging 
Folk’s appointment, have been sent by 
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persons prominent in Democratic poii- 
ties throughout the State. Thes2 
letter writers, it is said on good author-+ 
ity, include Gov. Major. 

To these letters, so far as is known, 
answers have been sent by Wilson or 


Folk highly, and will give careful con: 
sideration to the request for his ap- 
pointment. 

Folk and Wells Rivals. 

Folk’s friends have found the situation 
somewhat complicated by simultaneous 
Cabinet booms for other Missourians. 
The most formidable of these is that 
of Rolla Wells for Secretary” of the 
Treasury. No One supposes that more 
than one Missoufian will get into the 
Cabinet, and thus Folk and Wells have 
become in a sense rivals. 

The movement behind Folk is more 
active than that behind Wells, yet it is 
known that a number of letters have 
been written to Wilson on. Wells’ be- 
half, and that his replies have been 
similar to those sent to Folk’s friends. 
Some men who were asked by Folk’s 
friends to write to Wilson in behalf of 
Folk have replied that they already have 
written favoring Wells, and hardly could 
ask for another Missouri appointment to 
the Cabinet, without withdrawing their 
first indorsement. 

Other Missourians who have scatter- 
ing support in their supposed aspira- 
tions for cabinet places are forrmer 
Govs. Stephens, Francis and Dockery. 

No Obstacle From Stone. 

Senator Stone, who is now in St. 
Louts, is said to have been asked by 
some of Folk's friends to join in the 
Folk indorsement. He is said to have 
told Folk’s backers that he did not 
care to take an active part in the move- 
ment, but would interpose no obstacle. 
Politicians have remarked that Stone 
could hardly afford to commit him- 
self to the indorsement of a man who 
may, two years hence, be contesting his 
Senate seat with him. 

The attitude of Edward F. Goltra, 
National Committeeman and _ close 
friend of Wilson, is said to have given 
the Folk meh some concern. He is 
said to be favorable to Wells, but seems 
desirious not to offend the Folk men. 
Thé latter belleve his positive indorse- 
ment would be of great advantage to 
Folk, 

Many believe the voice most heeded 
by the new President in cabinet mat- 
ters will be that of William J. Bryan, 
whose appointment as Secretary of 
State, is widely expected. Bryan is 
very friendly to Folk, but politicians 
have suggested that, by helping Folk 
to get a place with such political pos- 
sibilities as that of Attorney-General, 
he might be raising up a rival to him- 
self for the succession in 1916, when, 
Bryan has declared, it will be Wilson’s 
time to retire.

GIRL WHO FOUGHT FIRE 
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OF WOMAN AND 
BABY FOUND DEAD 


Coroner Orders Autopsy to Dis- 
cover Whether Gas Killed 
Mrs. Hathaway. 








An autopsy to determine the exact 
cause of death of Mrs. Laura Hatha- 
way and her  il-year-old daughter, 
Georgia, who were found dead in the 
kitchen of their home at 1504A Montgom- 
ery street, was ordered by Coroner Pad- 
berg Monday, after an inquest had been 
started. 

Mrs. Hathaway's husband, a chemist 
for the National Enameling and Stamp- 
ing Co., testified as to finding his wife 
and baby lying dead on the kitchen floor 
when he returned from work Saturday 
night. The family had lived in the flat 
only since the preceding Monday. 

In ordering the autopsy the Coroner 
said there were several points in the 
case that needed clearing up. 

One of these points was the testimony 
of neighbors that a gas jet was burning 
in the room when they entered it in re- 
sponse to Hathaway’s calls for help. 

Hathaway testified that he could not 
remember whether he lit the gas after 
his return home. He said the room was 
filled with gas when he entered and 
that two taps connecting with the oven 
of the gas stove were turned on full and 
the burners were not lit. Under ordi- 
nary conditions the Coroner believes the 
lighting of a match or jet in a room 
into which sufficient gas to suffocate 
two persons had escaped would have 
caused an explosion. 

That this did not happen may 
explained, be conceived, by Hathaway's 
st2ztement that he opened all the doors 
and windows when he found the bodies. 
The gas may have been lit by some 
neighbor who entered later. 

Another point which the Coroner de- 
sires to clear is the position of the 
bodies when found. Drs. Hensky and 
Kempff testified that Mrs.- Hathaway’s 
head was not in front of the oven but 
to one side of the stove and so near to 
it that she could have reached the taps 
and turned off the gas had she dis- 
covered that it was escaping. 

Henry Weitzel of 1506 Montgomery 
street, Mrs. Ida Easley of 1510 Mont- 
gomery street and Miss Jeanette Walker 
of 1818 Montgomery street, testified that 
a gas jet was burning in the kitchen 
when they reached the house. Mrs. 
Easley said she found one of the oven 
taps still turned on. 

These three witnesses testified that in 
the bedroom, adjoining the kitchen, they 
Saw soot scattered over the bed spread 
Hathaway testified that he could not ex. 
plain the presence of the soot. He 
thought at the time that an oil heater 
in the bedroom had exploded, but the 
heater was found intact. All of the 
flues in the house were covered and 
there were no stoves connected with 
them. 

Dayton Street District police are still 
investigating the deaths.

LONDON, Jan. 27.—“Some_ soldiers 
have been brought back from the lines 
wounded,” the Constantinople corre- 
spondent of the Times telegraphs. ‘‘From 
what cause is unknown.” 

This appears to corroborate the New 
York World’s exclusive dispatch yester- 
day from Vienna reporting that an ur- 
gent message from Constantinople by 
way of Trieste stated that Turkey re- 
opened hostilities along the Tchatalja 
line at 9 o’clock Saturday morning. 

The Dail¥ Mail says that Col. Jostoff, 
chief of staff of the Third Bulgarian 
Army before Tchatalja, who is now act- 
ing as military adviser to the peace 
mission, will leave London for the front 
tomorrow and that all the Powers, in- 
cluding Russia and Austria, have given 
assurance that the hostilities shall be 
limited to the Balkan States and Tur- 
key. 

Young Turks Without Money. 

The Times correspondent adds: “The 
position of the Young Turk Government 
is generally believed to be very unstable. 
The treasury is empty and it is not 
known how it will be possible to supply 
the army with provisions.”’ 

Fuller particulars of the Young Turk 
coup are given by the correspondent, 
who asserts: “The Government had 
been repeatedly warned of the possibil- 
ities of action by the (Young Turk) com- 
mittee, but Kioma&l (then Grand. Vizier) 
was serenly indifferent and his confi- 
dence in Nazim Pasha prevented the 
Government taking any precaution. The 
consequence was that not more than a 
few hundred were present when the reins 
of government were seized and of these 
a large percentage were generally spec- 
tators. The guard at the Porte stood 
at ease watching the proceedings with 
vacant smiles or complete indifference 
and two blocks away no one seemed to 
know or care what was happening.” 

Nazim Pasha’s death, the correspond- 
ent describes as a foul murder. The 
autopsy on the officers killed disclosed 
that the bodies bore dagger wounds, as 
well as bullet wounds. Concerning the 
causes of the movement, he wires: 

“There has been much tdlk of an 
Austrian-Jewish-German intrigue. In 
circles favorable to the last Cabinet 
large quantities of money are said to 
have been distributed. The affair is 
even connected with the German delay 
in subscribing to the joint note of the 
Powers. It is impossible to say how 
much truth there is in such reports. 

‘That Mahmoud Shafket Pasha, whose 
absence from the Grand Council should 
wave been a warning, Ishmael Kakki 
Pasha, the ex-Vali of Van and a leading 
supporter of the committee, have been 
regular visitors at night at the German 
end Austrian embassies 
but it proves nothing.”’

“Iinder the postage ret¢es previously 
in force, 1 cent per ounce,” said the 
Senator, “the postage would have been 
an average of 18% cents a parcel, or # 
total of $942.36.90, thus showing a sav- 
ing to shippers of $547,508.12 on 12 daya’ 
business. It should also be remembered 
that the usual minimum charge of ex- 
press companies is 2 cents a parcel, 
whereas the average charge on the par- 
cel post packages wae only 7.7 cents, 
“Although the business was large, !t 
was distributed through a iarge postal 
orzanization so that ne congestion has 
resulted. The postoffce clerks in these 
45 citles have handled an average of 
only 28 parcels each a day, this including 
Hoth incoming and outgoing parcels.

NEWPORT, Jan. 27.—Man, not wom- 
an, is responsible for the organized 
commercial social évil in this country, 
fn the opinion of John D. Rockefeller 
Jr. “It is a@ man’s business, run for 
profit, and the profit is large.’’ 

These views are expressed in a state- 


ment made public by Rockefeller today 


as to the aims of the Bureau of Social 
Hygiene, through which he and other 


' philanthropists hope to attack and al- 


leviate , conditions which he considers 
“the greatest single menace to the per- 
petuation of the human race.”’ 

He says that at the time of his serv- 
fice on a grand jury in 1910, he came ‘‘to 
realize the extent and horror of the evil 
and to believe that it constituted one 
of the great and vital world problems 
of the day. In the judgment of eminent 
Yaedical men, it forms from the point of 
view of disease, the greatest single 
menace to the perpetuation of the hu- 
™Man race.” 

Victim of Circumstances. 

As to whether the unfortunate woman 
is a victim or a contributor to her 
own career, Rockefeller says: 

“I say unhesitatingly that in the 
Majority of cases she is a victim. The 
evil, as now conducted in this country 
and in Europe, is very largely a man’s 
buginess; the women are merely tools 
in the hands of the stronger sex. it 
is a business run for profit and the 
profit is large. 

“It is my belief that less than 2% 
per cent of the victims in this country 
would have fallen if they had had an 
equally good chance to lead a pure life 
That they have been dragged into the 
mire in such large numbers is due to 
a ‘variety of circamstances, among 
which are poverty, low wages, improper 
home conditions and lack of training,

It also appeared that a private 
organization would have, among other 
advantages, a certain freedom from pub- 
licity and from political bias, which a 
publicly appointed commission could not 
so easily avoid. 
Therefore, as the initial step, in the 
winter of 1911, the Bureau of Social 
Hygiene was formed. Its present mem- 
bers are Miss Katherine Bement Davis, 
superintendent of the New York State 
Reformatory for Women at $$ Bedford 
Hills, New York; Paul M. Warburg, of 
the firm of Kuhn, Loeb & Co.;: Starr 
J. Murphy, of the New York bar, and 
John D. Rockefeller Jr. As the work 
develops, new members may be added. 
One of the first things undertaken by 
the bureau was the establishment at 
Bedford Hills, adjacent to the reforma- 
tory, of a laboratory of social hygiene, 
under Miss Davis’ direction. In this lab- 
oratory it is proposed to study from 
the physical, mental, social and moral 
side each person committed to .the re- 
formatory. This study will be carried 
on by experts and each case will be 
kept under observation for from three 
weeks to three months, as may be re- 
quired. When the diagnosis is complet- 
ed, it is hoped that the laboratory will 
be in position to recommend the treat- 
ment most likely to reform the indi- 
vidual, or, if reformation is impossible, 
to recommend permanent custodial care. 
Careful Study of F vil. 
In entering upon its labors, the bu- 
reaus regarded it of fundamental im- 
portance to make a careful study of the 
social evil in this country anc in Eu- 
rope, feeling that this problem, like 
any other great and difficult one, can 
be intelligently approached; only: by 
means of a thorough and complete 
knowledge of all the factors involved, 
as well as all the methods and ex- 
periences of other cities and countries 
in dealing with it. Arrangements were 
made, therefore, in the early part of 
last winter to secure the services of 
George J. Kneeland, who had directed 
the Chicago Vice Commission investi- 
gation. ° 
At the same time, the Dureau was 
fortunate in securing the services of 
Abraham Flexner, whose reports on the 
medical schools in this county and in 
Europe are so well known, to study the 
social evil and the various methods of 
dealing with it in the leading cities of 
Europe. Mr. Flexner spent the greater 
part of a year abroad, making a-search- 
ing and exhaustive inquiry into the sub- 
ject, and-is now working on his report, 
which will be ready for publication this 
winter.

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‘*‘SCHOOL AGE’? ENABLING ACT. 

The text of the “school age” enabling act, con- 
ferring on local boards of education an authority 
additional to that conferred in the constitutional 
clause specifying those for whom educational 
facilities must be provided, is as follows: 

The Board of Directors or Board of Edu- 
cation of any school district in this State 
may provide for the gratuitous education of 
persons between five and six and over twen- 
ty years of age, resident in such school! dis- 
trict. - Such gratuitous education, however, 

shall be provided only out of revenues de- 
rived by such school: district from sources 
other than those described in Section 6, 
Artidle XI, of the Constitution of this State, 
and only with so much of such revenues as 
are not required for the establishing and 
maintaining of free public schools in such 
school district for the gratuitous instruc- 
tion of persons between the ages of six and 
twemty years; provided that nothing in this 
act; shall be construed as affecting the basis 
of apportionment of the public school fund of 
this State as now fixed by law. 

The bill has been carefully drawn to meet the 
legal necessities of a situation that ought to ap- 
peal to every legislator. In both houses the Edu- 
cation Committee has agreed to recommend it. 
I+ should really be entitled a bill to provide one 
more year of schooling for children put to work 
as soon as they reach the age at which they es- 
cape the compulsory education law. Only legis- 
lators who are ignorant of regrettable conditions 
existing in every large city of Missouri wil] vote 


against the measure.

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SOCIALISTS OF SEVEN STATES. 

Official compilations of the 901,839 Socialist 
vote cast for Mr. Debs show that it was so dis- 
tributed as to give that party rank above the Re- 
publican party in seven of the 48 states. Two of 
these states, of coursé, are California and South 
Dakota, where the Taft ticket was denied a 
place on the printed ballot. However, 3914 Cali- 
fornians found a way of casting their vote for 
Mr. Taft. Those who voted for Mr. Debs in that 
State numbered 79,201. In Florida the Socialist 
vote excveded that cast for either the Republic- 
ans or the Progressives, and in Texas it was 
exceeded only a little by the vote for each of 
those two parties. J. Arizona Mr. Debs polled 
0193 votes, to 5/21 for Mr. Taft, and in Louisiana 
he polled 5249 votes to 3934 for Mr. ‘raft. 
Mississippi vote for Mr. Debs was «../ and for 
Mr. Taft 1511. The Nevada vote for Mr. Debs 
was 3263 and for Mr. Taft 3190. 

The total Debs vote, nearly 22 per cent of the 
Fioosevelt vote, or a little less than one-fourth, 
shows that Mr. Munsey has by no means ex- 
hausted the possibilities of holding companies.
